Aberdeen. S. D., Oct. 24.— The presi­ 
dent ended his tour of South Dakota 
at Aberdeen with a reception probably 
more enthusiastic and more complete 
in detail than has ever been accorded 
in this thriving city to any Am erican, 
with the possible exception of Colonel 
Roosevelt. 
The 
most 
conservative estimates 
place the attendance of visitors from 
outside the city at fully 5,000 and the 
president, in delivering his address 
from the balcony of the Commercial 
club, faced at least 12,000 persons, 
while other hundreds and thousands 
viewed the parade through the streets 
and cheered the president from every 
foot of space along the line of the 
drive through the city. 
The attendance 
from 
the outside 
was due to a campaign started by the 
Commercial club as soon as it was an­ 
nounced 
that 
the 
president 
would 
visit Aberdeen. 
Merchants of the city 
advertised bargain days, with railroad 
fares offered as prizes, throughout the 
country for more than 100 miles and 
the result was excursion trains on 
every road reaching Aberdeen. 
One 
railroad brought passengers from the 
Minnesota line north of W atertow n 
and the excursion traiiis from nearer 
points were packed to capacity. 
The 
president’s 
special 
train 
reached Aberdeen at ;>:35 p. m. and 
met the biggest crowd that has wel­ 
comed the party since it left some of 
the larger cities on the Pacific coast. 
The cheering broke out before the 
train had come to a stop and the drive 
through the city was marked by a 
positive ovation. 


Streets Densely Packed. 


The party wa3 driven to the state 
normal school, where the president 
briefly addressed the faculty and stu 
dents, and 
then another drive 
was 
taken through the thronged streets to 
the Commercial club, where the presi­ 
dent spoke from the balcony to an au­ 
dience that packed the wide streets j 
for a full block in front and fpr a block 
on either side. 
The president, in prime good humor, 
repeated his speech in defense of his 
tariff vetoes and followed his former 
arguments in support of his policy of j 
refusing sanction to any tariff legisla­ 
tion that is not recommended by n 
board after scientific investigation of

The large audience was liberal with 
its applause of the 
various strong

cheered him at the conclusion of his 
address and until he had disappeared 
within the clubroomB.

Reduction of Rates on Minnesota Ore 
Carrying Lines. 


St. Paul, Oct. 24.— The reported re­ 
duction of iron ore rates on the U n it­ 
ed States Steel corporation’s two iron 
range roads w ill result in reducing the 
stateVs income from the gross earnings 
tax on railroads an average of 25 per 
cent, amounting to a decrease of ap­ 
proximately $250,000 in case the ore 
shipments in 1012 reach the high rec­ 
ord of 1909, according to State Auditor 
S. (L Iverson. 
This means that the re­ 
duction 
must 
be met 
hv 
increases 
from other sources, either in readjust­ 
ing the gross earnings tax to meet the 
reduction, in increasing the tax levy 
on general property in the state, or 
from some other source. 
The reduction, according to a dis­

from

Mfssabe and Northern aud the Duluth 
and Iron Range railroads w ill he effec­ 
tive within thirty or forty days and 
w ill cut the rates to a flat charge of 
60 cents per gross ton from all range 
points.
